Mr,  Chairman,  Ladies  &  Gentlemen, 

I  have  pleasure  in  presenting  the  Anijual  Report  on  the  health 
of  the  District  for  the  year  ended  31st  December,  1967. 

The  mid-year  population,  as  estimated  by  the  Registrar  General, 
was  4,010  the  same  as  in  1966, 

The  total  number  of  births  was  6l,  there  being  2  deaths  of 
children  under  one  year  of  age,  and  no  maternal  deaths  during  the 
year  under  review. 

Deaths  totalled  40  (48  in  1966)  giving  a  death  rate  of  10.2 
which  is  lower  than  that  for  England  and  vTales  at  11.2 

Principal  causes  of  deaths  were  -  19  heart  diseases  (l5  in  1966) 
2  from  cancer  (7  in  1966)  9  fron  vascular  lesions  of  the  nervous 
system  (ll  in  1966)  and  2  fron  respiratory  disease  other  than 
tuberculosis  (3  in  1966)  other  circulatory  diseases  1,  as  against 

7  in  1966. 

36  cases  of  infectious  diseases  were  notified  during  the  year, 
cocDpared  \ra.th  IO7  in  1966. 

There  were  no  notifications  of  pulmonary  tuberculosis  in  the 
District  during  the  year. 

SEWERACE  AND  SEWAGE  DISPOSAL,  HOUSING  AND  WATER  SUPPLY

PUBLIC  CLEANSING 


A  scavenging  service  continued  to  operate  throughout  the  area 
during  19^7  <■  Only  a  small  number  of  the  most  remote  and  inaccessible 
properties .were  not  served,  A  weekly  collection  from  the  back  doer 
is  provided  fer  almost 'all  premises,  although  a  few  of  the  farmsteads 
lying  outside  the  main  centres  of  population  alre  visited  less  frequ¬ 
ently  by  arrangement  and  some  are  required  to  bring  their  refuse 
container  to  the  farm  entrance. 

All  refuse  is  conveyed  to  one  refuse  tip  which  is  situated  near 
the  village  l>f  Mickle  ton*' Unfortunately  this  is  at  one  end  of  the 
district  but  the  Journeys  have  been  so  arranged  as  to  minimise  the 
dead  mileage.  So  far  as  is  possible  tipping  is  carried  out  in 
accordance  with  Ministry  of  Health  Recommendations, 

One  rear  loading  vehicle  and  one  side  loading  vehicle  are 
regularly  used  on  the  collection  service  together  wibh  fdiir  men  and 
one  old  vehicle  is  kept  available  for  emergency  use,  A  fifth  man 
■is  employed  on  tip  dressing,  and  on  relief  duties.  The  annual  cost 
of  the  service  is  £5,775.  0,  0,

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CAJ^.VAN  SITES 

The  total  number  of  licensed  sites  at  the  end  of  the  year  1967  was 
21.  With  two  exceptions  these  sites  are  for  very  small  numbers  of 
caravans  (less  than  five)  and  little  difficulty  is  experienced  in  their 

control. 

\ 

One  large  site  at  Startforth  accemmodates  a  maximum  of  200 
caravans.  This  site  provides  holiday  accommodation  only  -  no  res¬ 
idential  vans  are  permitted.  The  standard  of  cleanliness  is  very  high 
and  no  difficulty  is  experienced  in  enforcing  the  licence  conditions 
on  the  site.  A  smaller  site  for  30  caravans  has  been  established  in 
Mickleton,  it  is  anticipated  that  this  will  be  inci'eased  to  a  maximum 
of  60  in  due  course.  Planning  consent  has  been  given  and  the  licence 
issued  for  a  site  for  a  maximum  of  60  caravans  near  Winston  Bridge. 

At  the  present  time  this  site  is  being  developed  but  no  caravans  are 
yet  on  the  site,  it  is  not  likely  to  come  into  use  before  late  1968 
at  the  earliest, 

SEWERAGE  AM)  SEl^/AGE  DISPOSAL 

The  Council  now  possess  satisfactory  sewerage  systems  at  Cother stone, 
Mickleton,  Barningham,  Startforth,  Romaldkirk,  Bowes,  Boldrcn  and  Ovington. 

Only  Hutton  Magna  and  Lartington  remain  as  requiring  the  provisicn 
of  new  schemes  and  both  of  these  are  small  villages  with  populations 
under  100.  Preparations  are  in  hand  for  the  former,  where  the  lase  of 
extended  aeration  treatment  plant  is  envisaged. 

The  Council’s  septic  tank  and  cesspool  emptying  service  has  continued 
to  operate  satisfactorily  during  the  year  although  a  degree  of  difficxilty 
was  experienced  with  the  restrictions  associated  with  the  foot  and  mouth 
disease  outbreak  because  it  was  desirable  to  reduce  the  number  of  Joxarneys 
onto  or  across  agriciiLtural  land. 

WATER  SUPPLY 

The  water  supplies  throughout  the  area  are  under  the  control  of  the 
Tees  Valley  and  Cleveland  Water  Board.  No  new  schemes  were  implemented 
during  1967  but  two  schemes  are  under  active  consideration  by  the  Board: 
one  cf  these  is  tc  augment  the  supply  to  the  Bov^es/Boldron  area  and  the 
other  to  provide  a  new  supply  to  BrignaHand  an  improved  supply  to 
Barningham. 

< 

A  total  of  52  samples  were  taken  for  bacteriological  examination 
diiring  the  year;  of  these  17  were  unsatisfactory,  largely  frem  private 
supplies.  Advice  as  to  remedial  measures  was  offered  in  these  latter 
cases. 
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In  addition  to  the  foregoing  the  Tees  Valley  and  Cleveland 
Water  Board  carry  out  regixLar  routine  examinations  of  all  the 
supplies  under  their  control,  both  bacteriologically  and  chemically. 
No  chemical  analyses  have  been  made  on  the  samples  taken  by  the 
department  and  I  am  indebted  to  the  Water  Board’s  Chemist  for  the 
information  given  overleaf  which  represents  the  average  figure  of 
a  number  of  chemical  analyses  of  the  public  supplies.  Figures 
given  are  expressed  as  parts  per  million  except  where  otherwise 
stated. 

Che  thousand  and  thirty  nine  houses  are  connected  to  the 
public  mains  in  the  area  and  a  total  of  four  hundred  and  fifty 
two  are  dependent  on  private  supplies  of  varying  sorts,  primarily 
springs.  An  analysis  of  these  figures  is  given  in  the  second  table 
overleaf. 

HOUSING 


The  Coimcil  owns  eighty-six  houses  and  twenty-four 
bungalows. 

Plans  were  prepared  for  the  erection  of  ten  houses  at 
Startforth  and  tenders  were  considered  in  the  simmer  of  196?  for 
the  construction  of  these.  Unfortunately,  the  Council  came  to 
the  reluctant  conclusion  that  the  probable  rents  would  be  beyond 
the  means  of  the  predominantly  low-paid  workers  of  the  district 
and  they  therefore  decided  to  abandon  the  scheme. 

During  the  year  applications  have  been  approved  for  both 
standard  and  discretionary  grants.  Ten  standard  grants  were 
approved  and  twelve  discretionary  grants.  The  total  number  of 
grants  approved  since  the  introduction  of  the  schemes  is  two 
hundred  and  eighty  three.  The  average  figure  paid  during  the 
year  for  standard  grants  was  £144.  6,  1,  and  for  discretionary 
grants  £380,  0,  0,  In  view  of  the  small  local  building  force 
available  it  is  felt  that  progress  with  improvement  schemes  is 
satisfactory  although  the  fall-off  in  numbers  of  schemes  approved  noticed 
in  1966  has  continued  in  196?  and  would  seem  to  call  for  some 
further  incentive,
